war between Great Britain and the Colonies broke out. 
Sauer fled to Philadelphia when Germantown was invaded, 
and attempted to save some of his stock, but the British 
troops seized the greater part of the present issue of the 
Bible, and used the paper for making cartridges. How 
much of the whole edition was thus destroyed cannot be 
definitely known, although Cotton states: ‘Of the third 
edition, 1776, the sheets of which were seized and made 
into cartridges, the Editor with difficulty saved ten copies.” 
This copy belonged, in the eighteenth century, to Christopher 
and Anna Went, and contains on the fly-leaf some entries 
relating to them and their descendants.

(Dec. 25), was edited by Ludovicus Cendrata of Verona, 

who addresses a prefatory letter, dated Prid Kal. Dec. 

30), to Antonius Donatus of Venice, governor of 

Verona. This edition was printed at the cost of Innocens 

Ziletus, who in 1476 was associated with Felix Antiquarius

It is the only signed book issued by Maufer at Verona. 

There are some difficult questions connected with this book. 

It was issued at Verona on Dee. 25, 1480, and after Jan. 2, 

1481, a prognostication of Maufredus, without his name 

and no name of place, but in the same type, was also issued.

This fine French manuscript is written on 417 leaves, two 
of them being vellum and the remainder paper. It is well 
written in bold lettres batardes, in two columns of thirty- 
seven lines each. At the beginning of each division of the 
work is an illuminated miniature, that at the beginning of 
the book being the most important. It is divided into two 
parts, one containing the figure of the author or translator, 
pen in hand, seated before a lectern, the other showing a 
man kneeling before an altar. Round the page runs a 
broad border of leaves, flowers and fruit among spirals 
heightened with gold dots. 'The other divisions begin 
with a smaller picture illustrating the subject of the first 
chapter, and the page is surrounded by an architectural 
border. ‘The initial letters of each chapter are illuminated. 
This work of Boceaccio, known to English readers as The 
Fall of Princes, was one of the most popular books of the 
fifteenth century. The First Edition in English was printed 
at London by Richard Pynson in 1494. The French ver- 
sion was the work of Laurent de Premierfait, a noted 
scholar of the fourteenth century, who took his name from 
the village of Premierfait, near Areis-sur-Arbe. He was the 
author of numerous other versions and translations, and died 
in 1418. His version of the present book underwent 
several alterations in the fifteenth century. One was made 
in 1458 by Pierre Favre, the curé of Aubervillers, and in 
others the original language is modernized. According to 
Brunet, the prologue which begins “Selon raison et bonnes 
moeurs,” and which occurs in this manuscript, was addressed 
to Charles VIII, who reigned from 1483 to 1498. The 
manuseript is in a contemporary binding of green velvet 
over wooden boards. ‘The covers are unornamented, the
